Citizens of Greenville To Makea 
Thorouch Search—Story from 
Gréers Discussed by the 
People Hunting for 
Benedict.

Greenville, S. C., June 2.—(Spectal.)—From 
Greers station, eighteen miles from here, 
come rumors of the mysterious visit of an 
a@nknown man who, according to the re- 
ports, answered to the description of Jack 
Benedict. The date is somewhat uncer- 

tain, but {is close enough to that of Bene- 

dict’s disappearance to make it seemingly 
" an excellent clew. 

For this to have been Benedict, however, 
presupposes the failure of the man’s mind, 
but that is certainly one of the possibili- 
ties, however reluctant those close to him 
are to conceive it even remotely possible. 

Tonight the town has all varieties of 
rumors based upon the Greers dis- 

covery, the most popular being that Ben- 
edict was found this evening rambling in 


the woods about four miles from Greers. 


Nobody in touch with the case puts any | 


faith in the story of discovery, however. 
It is doubtless the outgrowth of the report 
of a stranger being there last week, and 
has no substance beyond that report. °

Searching parties are out all 


Greers, but they did not start until this ° 


afternoon, and there is very small chance 
of their having made any important dis- 


covery by this time. Certainly if they 


have, it is not known by any of us who 


are here. 


Greer’s station is situated. about half 


Way between Greenville and Spartanburg. 
There is a mill there and it is one of the 
mills which Mr. Benedict expected to visit.

The hackman, Mons Garrett, 


_ he talked on the way to rne depot, says he 


mentioned this among the places to which 
he would like to drive, others being Pel- 
ham, Pelzer, Batesville and Reedy River. 

If he went to Greer’s it is almost cer- 
tain he did not expect to go there when he 
left Greenville. One of the best of reasons 
why this is eo is that the limited does not 
top at Greer’s. It happens, however, that 
for some reason the train came to a stop, 
‘or nearly so, on that afternoon. It is pos- 

‘ible, therefore, that Mr. Benedict, seeing 
this and having in his mind to go there 
&t some time during his trip, was suddenly 
6truck with the determination to jump off 
@ the train came to a stop. 

if the man seen in Greer’s that evening 
Was Benedict he evidently did Jump from 
the train and start up town. 

He was first seen about a hundred yards 
from the railroad. The men who saw him 
are F. J. Wood and Hope Carman. I 
talked with Mr. Carman over the long 
distance ‘phone this morning. He seems 
Positive that the man he saw fits the de- 
scription. Indeed, as he gave it to me, the 
description tallies exactly with that of the 
missing man. 

“He was tall and straight and wore a 
dark coat and vest and ligh¢ pants,’’ said 
Mr. Carman. “He had a brown mustache 
and carried what I now recollect to have 
been a roll covered with oilcloth. That is 
My recollection. He asked about the mills 
around Lockhart, ard 
talked about going across country to them. 
He asked a lot of questions about the roads 
and where they led to, and I-femembLer 
Suggested that there must be some way 
to reach Lockhart by going across country 
rather than by going clear,around by Spar- 
tanburg. He Started off up the road and 
Pretty soon came humping back and asked 
the same questions all overagain. He ap- 
peared to me somewhat flurnied. I won-

Story. They sa¥ that Reidville wags men- 
tioned in the course of the-talk as being 
4 town where there was a hotel. There are 
NO Others near to Greer’s. 

At Reidville Mr. Wilsonskeeps a small 
hotel, where drummers stop.. He was away 
from town on the 23d. but he said that those 
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who were in charge of his placa do not 
recollect any such man. There have been 
several drummers there during the past few 


weeks, but not one of them seems to fill 
the description. 


Would Have Went to Woodville. 


It is the opinion of the men at Greer’'s 
that the man they talked with would. head 
for Woodruff. The main dirt road from 
Greer's through that country Jead@s to 
Woodruff and Enoree, at both of which 
there are mills. I have telephoned both 
these places, but as yet have found noth- 
ing to indicate that the man at Greer’s 
¢ver reached them—that is, of course, if 
he was Benedict, 

There is much in this clew that makes it 
seem plausible. It presupposes some sort 
of niéhtal trouble in the wanderer, how- 
ever, for it is hard to bélieve any man in 
his right condition would start to walk 
across the country in that way. This man 
talked of Union and Lockhart. Benedict 
certainly talked of Union and Lockhart 
when he was here—talked it to the negro 
hackman and to somebody else whose 
identity is not at all clear. He had also 
talked of Greer’s as one of the places he 
would visit. Presuming that he was uncon- 
sciously suffering from some mental trou- 


ble, he might have got off at Greer’s and 
wandered aimlessly about through that 
country, 

Or he might have started out and met 
with foul play somewhere in that section. 

As soon as the news of this apparent 
discovery reached here,the people at Greer’s 
were advised to start out searching parties 


) with instructions to visit every farmhouse 


and every hovel along the line of the road, 
and- to leave no stone unturned in their 
search for the missing man. That search is 


) now going on. So far, however, it has 


proved fruitless. 
Return from Union. 


Late this afternoon Dr. Benedict and Dr. 
White returned from Union.to Greenville. 


They had a hard day's work of it, and 
| were almost exhausted by “the time they 


got here. Their visit to Union satisfied 
them upon one point very clearly—they do 
not believe it possible that Mr. Benedict 
can have fallen from a train: Night be- 
fore last that was the theory they were in- 
clined to regard as most valuable. Now 
they have given it up, and for the best of 
reasons. They have scoured practically 
every foot of ground along the line of the 
railroad easily searched. Not only have they 
gone over it, themselves, but, under orders 
of General Superintendent Barbour Thomp- 
son, the Southern railway’s track hands 
and other employees have traversed every 
foot of the ground equally to no avail. If 
Benedict had fallen from a train he must 
have left his umbrella or the valise, if he 
had one in the coach. Superintendent 
Ryder telegraphed that no such articles 
have been turned over at Charlotte or 


Washington. 


Eliminating this falling from the train

New York,June 2.—Arthur A. Clarke, fa- 
ther of baby Marion Clarke, who was kid- 
naped a week ago, and yesterday restored 
to her parents, today filed an information 
against James and Jennie Wilson and Car- 
rie Jones for kidnaping. The two former 
are in custody at Nyack. 

When Chief McCluskey reached Nyack 
today to bring the Wilsons here Sheriff 
Blauvelt refused to surrender the prisoners, 
maintaining that the Rockland county au- 
thorities had jurisdiction in the case. Me- 
Cluskey says the sheriff's refusal to sur- 
render the prisoners {s outrageous and de- 
clares the will appeal the matter to Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. 

The Wilson woman ts reported as saying 
that Carrie Jones gave her the baby as a 


man known as Wilson ts said to be George 
Beauregard Barrow, a lawyer of Little 
Rock, Ark. 

The World tomorrow morning will say: 

“Carrie Jones, the nurse who had charge 
of little Marion Clarke, was arrested at 
Summit, N. J., tonight.’’ 

The nurse girl's real name is Bell Ander- 
son. Before a notary public she made the 
following confession: 

“I aided in the abduction of Marioyg 
Clarke, the infant child of Arthur W. 
Clarke, of the city, county and state of New 
York. In this abduction L was prompted 
by Mark Beauregard and hls wife Jennie. 
“T was told by them that I would get half 
of any ransom paid for the return of the 
child. I was poor, tired of hard work and 
wanted money. I] was told that there would 
be absolutely no danger. 

“The Beauregards schooled me in the way 
to abduct the child. We had determined to 
take the first child that would command a 
ransom. 

‘The plan was suggested this spring by 
Mr. Beauregard. I hesitated and they per- 
suaded me to act.

Sketch of the Dead Governor—His 
Public Services—Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor McSweeney Will Prob- 
ably Be Sworn in 
Tocay. 


Columbia, S. C., June 2.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Ellérbe died at his home in Marfion 
county at 9 o’clock, after an filness of four 
months with consumpfion. M. B. McSwee- 
ney, lieutenant governor, will probably take 
the oath of office tomorrow. 

The hour fixed for Governor Ellerbe'’s 
funeral is 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon; 
interment to be in the family burying 
ground in Marion. A special train will 
leave here tomorrow bearing statehouse of- 
ficials, congressmen, judges and ‘other 
friends of the governor from the upper part 
of the state, who can reach here in time. 
But a number of officials cannot reach the 
governor's home in the appointed hour. 
Mr. McSweeney will probably not take the 
oath of office until his return here from the 
governor's funeral tomorrow night. 

R. B. Scarborough, a young lawyer, of 
Oconee county, will become lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 


Sketch of His Life. 

William H. Ellerbe was inaugurated as 
governor of South Carolina for the first 
term on January 18, 1897, being electeq by 
an almost unanimous vote, was at that time 
one of the youngest men who had ever held 
the position, being just thirty-four years 
of age. His home was in Marion county, 
and he had lived there always except while 
attending college and serving as comp- 
troller general, 

Governor Ellerbe was @ practical] farmer, 
and in his early youth his hands were haréd- 
ened by constant contact with the plow and 
hoe handles. He always applie@ himself 
steadily to his business, and was very suc- 
cessful in his chosen pursuits, and whilst 
it was not necessary after he reached man- 
hood’s estate that he should engage in the 
manual labor of the farm, he was fully 
qualified for work of any kind that should 
be found necessary. 

Governor Ellerbe went from a common 
school in his own county to Wofford col- 
lege, at Spartanburg, but before graduating 
there he entereq Vanderbilt university. On 
account of ill health he was prevented 
from finishing his course at the latter in- 
stitution, and, returning to his home, took 
up the pursuit of farming as his life work. 

In the memorable campaign of 1880, the 
Same convention that nominated Captain 
B. R. Tillman for governor, and of which 
the reformers, of course, were largely in the 
majority, there were two men nominated 
for comptroller general, Messrs. Stokes and 
Ellerbe, the latter belng a smooth-faced, 
young man, very boyish in appearance and 
entirely Unknown in politics, He was re- 
garded by his friends as a moderate re- 
former. His opponent was a much more 
extreme partisan. The vote showed Eller- 
be’s opponent to be in the lead, but at the 
solicitation of a Columbia newspaper man 
four of the Richland delegation changed 
their votes before the result was announc- 
ed, and Mr. Ellerbe was nominated by a 
small majority. He did not make a speech 
in that campaign. 

In 1892 Mr, Ellerbe was renominated and 
elected comptroller, this important office, for 
the four years he was at its head, was ac- 


honestly and impartially condéucted. 

In 1894 they had what was called a reform 
primary—a scheme to let reformers choose 
their candidates, and shutting out conser- 
vatives. Mr. Ellerbe entered this as a can- 
didate for governor against Evans, Tindal 
and Pope. He was opposed to the plan 
which shut him off from the support of all 
the people, but in the conditions then ex- 
isting he was helpless. The result of the 
contest was the nomination-of John Gary 
Evans. A free-for-all primary would have 
undoubtedly resulted in the choice of E)- 
lerbe, 

In the summer of 1896 Mr. Ellerbe once 
again announced himself a candidate for 
governor and received seventy odd thou- 
sand votes, as against 17,000 as the combin- 
eq strength of Messrs. Harrison and Whit- 
man, although Senator Harrison was a man 
of considerable political strength in the 
State. , 2 

Governor Ellerbe’ assumed the guberna- 
torial duties with a large following of all 
classes, more than any governor has had 
since Governor Richardson's retirement, and 
every one predicted for him a safe and pros- 
perous administration. 

Time rolled on. The Charleston metro- 
politan police force and other complications, 
too numerous to mention, characterized his 
administration. He had a hard time of it 
from first to last. 

Then the campaign tast Summer came on. 
The governor stood for re-election. The 
story of that campaign is still fresh in the 
minds of all. Governor Ellerbe attended 
practically all the campaign meetings, and 
really broke himself down. Then came the 
close election, the second ptimary, after 
Several days of doubt, assuring him of a 
second term. The race between the gov- 
ernor and Mr. Featherstone, the prohibition 
candidate, was one or the closest ang most 
exciting ever known in the history of the 
state. Before the legislature had adjourn- 


| ed there were

Madrid, June 2.,—The queen regent opened 
the cortes today with the usual ceremonial 


and in the speech from the throne an- 
nounced that Marianne, Caroline and Pa- 
los islands wére ceded to Germany by the 
late Spanish ministry. During the course

At the opening of the cortes all the 
sorrows which have wrenched our 
hearts through the disasters which 
have visited our country are reawak- 
ened. 

‘“‘We must preserve sadness In order 
to derive experience therefrom, but the 
woes of our country are of such a na- 
ture that reticence and silence avail 
better than complaints. 

When peace with the United States 
was concluded, parliamentary troubler 
caused a change of cabinet, and the 
present cabinet was formed. Under the 
constitution, it belomged to me to rat- 
ify the “treaty by laying it™hefdre the 
chamber. There remained under ovr 
confrol the Carolines, Palos and most 
of the Marianne islands. But the 
former cabinet heHeved it useless for 
Spain to retain such minor appendages 
of our ancient empire, and signed with 
the German emperor a convention offer- 
ing to cede these territories under the 
law which would be submitted immedl- 
ately to the chamber. 

Our foreign relations are cordial and 
friendly. We especially owe to the pope 
recognition of the many times he has 
given us his moral support. 

The most important, most urgent and 
most difficult task before you is to bal- 
ance the budget and liquidate the debts 
resulting from the war through ordinary 
and permanent sources of income. 
Thanks to the severely economic policy 
projected, the government will not ask 
fresh sacrifices of the country, except 
such as can be equitably divided among 
all classes. 

With the ordinary budget will also 
be presented schemes to liquidate the 
charges created by the loss of posses- 
signs and colonial campaigns.

possible during the present session to do 
all that is necessary.

The American peace 
commissioners at Paris last December vain- 
ly sought one of the Caroline islands on 
account of it’ being in a line with Hawaii 
and the Philippines and its adaptability as 
a station for the proposed Pacific cable to 
connect the Philippines with Hawaii and 
the United States. Failing in that, however, 
the American flag was hoisted 6ver Wake 
island, 1,700 miles east of Guam.

DEAL KNOWN IN WASHINGTON. 


Question of Cession of Islands Doesn’t 
Concern United States. 
Washington, June 2.—The announcement 
at Madrid, in the speech from the throne 
to the cortes, that Spain has ceded the 
Caroline islands and Palos and the Marian- 
nea to Germany, was received with sur- 
prise here. The cession marks the relin- 
quishment of Spanish possession in the far 
east save thaisland of Fernando Po and de- 

pendences on the African coast. 

The dispatch containing the news was 
shown to the German embassy officials to- 
night, but Ambassador Von Holleben said 
that he had no comments to make. He had 
receiveq no information, he said, as to the 
cession and the German offices had not 
communicated the facts to him. Reports 
have been current from time to time that 
Spain was figuring on a transfer of sover- 
eignty of the Carolines and that Germany 
had made overtures looking to their acquisi- 
tion in the extensions of her colonial pos- 
sessions. 

Sovereignty over the Carolines was for- 
mally adjudged by the pope in 1885 to be 
in Gpain and was admitted by Germany and 
Great Britain. This was after a rather 
prolonged dispute opened up by Germany

Portugal fitst acquired the Caroline isl- 
but Spain soon wrested the group 
from her, but until the eighties had paid 
little attention to the islands. German 
interests in the Carolines are relatively ex- 
tensive and have been fostered by a provis- 
ion of the pope’s award, he as arbitrator, 
awarding sovereignty to Spain but reserve) 
to the German government special trade 
facilities. 

The Marianne islands, which go with the 
Carolines ard Palos in the cession, of 
course do not include Guam, over which the 
American flag now flies. 

Including Guam, the Mariannes, the Caro- 
lMhes and Palos have a total amea of almost 
1,000 English square miles and a combined 
population of about 45,000 people. Over all 
this save the American acquired island of 
Guam, the German flag is to be hoisted. 

While this government has been unad- 
vised of the cession of these groups, the 
colonial policy of Emperor William has led 
the administration to expect that the Ger- 
man government would lose no opportunity 
to stretch out its domain in the Pacific. 
Administration officials do not regard( the 
movement as requiring any special cogai- 
zance on the part of the United States, for,

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BANQUET CLOSES THE EVENT 


Nebraskan Delivers Three Addresses During

ENTHUSIASTIC. AUDIENCES GREET HIM

The banquet was given in the dancing 
hall of-the casino overlooking the Ohio 
river and the night being clear and star-lit 
the banqueters were singularly favored. 
The table at which Mr, Bryan and the 
speakers sat ran across the western end 
of the hall while from it ran at angles 
six other tables, each seating one hun- 
dred. On the porch outside were smaller 
tables, but the hall was thrown open and 
the tables so arranged that every guest 
could face the speakers. The decorations 
were the national colors, which completely 
hid the walls and ceftling. 

It was strictly a dry banquet, ice water 
and coffee being all that was handed down, 

The distance from Phoenix Hill, where 
Mr. Bryan spoke earlier in the evening, 
to Fountain Ferry was so great that it was 
ll o’clock before the party arrived. It 
marched into the hall headed by a band 
p.aying “Tha Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

Oliver H. P. Belmont, who arrived this 
afternoon from New York, reached the 
park about half an hour before the Bryan 
party and was seated near the place re- 
served for Mr. Bryan.

Tf a man who was provided with a par- 
ticularly accurate timepiece Were to station 
himself in one spot in low tudes and 
carefully note the succession of day and 
night for exactly 720 hours he ‘would say at 
the end of the period that precisely thirty 
had elapsed, Then were he to re- 
peat the experiment, says a writer in The 
New York Tribune, while journeying east- 
ward at such speed that he could go com- 
pletely around the world tn that interva], 
he ed say that thirty-one days had 
passed. The sun certainly would have 
from his shifting eastern horizon 
to his shifting western horizon that number 
of times while he was on the way. And if 
this was his only method of reckoning, he 
would date his arrival one day later in 
the week and month than ay-at-home 
friends did. 

Finally, if he varied the test by traveling 
westward instead of eastward and man- 
aged to return to his starting point just 720 
hours from the moment of his departure 
he would have observed only twenty-nine 
passages of the sun overhead.

But the 
boundary which separates tne remaining 
isiands according to their calendars is not, 
as one might suppose, the simple straight 
line made down the map of the Pacific coast 
by the one hundred and eightieth meridian. 
It is eurtously crooked. In reply to.a 
recently inquiry on this point, Professor 
William Harkness, director of The Na- 
tional Almanac at Washington, D. C., Kind- 
ly degned the international date line, as it 
is called, as follows:

along the one hundred = and sixty- ninth 
meridian of west longitude southward to 
latitude 65 degrees north, thence in 
a southwesterly direction to a point situ- 
ated in longitude 172 degrees east from 
Greenwich and latitude 55 degrees north, 
thence southward along that meridian to 
latitude 15 degrees north; thence eastward 
to longitude 13% degrees west; thence 
southward to latitude 23 degrees south; 
thence diagonally to s point in longitude 
180 degrees and latitude @ degrees south, 
and thenee to the south pole. 

“The object of this rather tortuous route 
of the date line is doubtless to prevent the 
inconvenience of having different days of 
the week simultaneously in neighboring 
countries. The line is determined by lo- 
cal usage ‘on the various islands and con- 
tinents between which it passes. So far 
as I know, there is no {nternational agree- 
ment in regard to the matter.”’ 

As one glances at the map he can read)- 
ly understand most of the eccentricities 
here indicated. Obviously, it is a wise 
thing to swing the time boundary far 
enough to the eastward to pass down 
through Behring strait, rather than have 
it slice off a bit from Russia by a strict 
adherence to the one hundred and eightieth 
meridian. Again, it is a sensible idea to 
carry the line far enough to westward to 
include the further Aleutians with the main 
system of islands. The most remarkable 
freak of the date line is the eastward ex- 
tension to the one hundred and fiftieth 
meridian of west longitude. But this Is 
easily explained. Local custom associates 
the Sandwich, Society and Marquesas 
islands with the American calendar, while 
in the Tonga and Samoan groups the usage 
conforms to that of the Fiji islands and 
the greater part of Oceanica, The Chat- 
ham islands lie only 4 degrees to the east- 
ward of the one hundred and eigthieth 
medidian, but are commercial and polit- 
ically identified with the people of New 
Zealand and Australia. The international 
date line, therefore, keeps to the east of 
them,

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TRAINED FISHES. 


By C. F. Holder. 

At Santa Catalina Island, Cal., an exhi- 
bition of living marine animale, from jelly 
fishes to large fishes, is being. formed for 
the teachers, who, as members of the Na- 
ticnal Educational Association, meet here 
in July. As the various animals are semi- 
tropical, In all probability such a singular 
array has never before been seen in Amer'i- 
ca. In the experiments, which were made 
to determine the possibility of keeping the 
various fishes alive, it was found that many 
were susceptible to the training process, 
and in a short time became familiar with 
these who had the Immediate charge of 
trem, 

This was particularly true of the blue 
perches, that will now take food offered 
them and do not object to being examined 
to a limited extent. These perches live on 
ulva—a green lettucelike weed, and when it 
was placed in the tank they would rise and 
seize it. In the same tank was a large Kelp 
cod. a gigantic sculpin of rich blue and 
green hues; a heavy, cumbersome creature 
that- also took food from the hand and al- 
lowed itself to be scratched. The same 
was true of the sea slugs—singular shell- 
less animals that have the faculty of 
creting a purple ink which they throw out; 
when the pecullar seaweed upon which they 
fed was produced they accepted it from 
the hand displaying no fear. 

Tame fishes are not often seen, but the 
writer orfee knew a boy who had some in- 
teresting fish pets, all of which displayed 
no little intelligence. Among them were 
stickle backs, perch, bass and catfish. His 
first experiment was to tame seve ral fishes 
to ring a bell. This was accomplished by 
placing over the tank in which they were 
confined, a mintature belfry from which a 
string or cord was dropped into the water. 
On the end of this a piece of bait was 
fastened, which was continually being seiz- 
ed bv the fish, which thus rang the bell, 
Sometimes the stickleback rang it; again 
the catfish, which, having a large mouth, 
sometimes swé lowed the bait and kept the 
bell jangling until some one cut the cord 
and allowed it to go. 

Many fishes can be readily tamed, and an 
ingenious lover of fishes some years aso 
formed what he called a troupe of trained 
fishes, and ‘his intention was to take them 
on the road. He spent over a year in his 
preparations, only to find that it was im- 
possible to transport the heavy tanks and 
make any profit. The man had the fishes 
so well trained that they performed many 
tricks. He had a submarine house that was 
exhibited in a large aquarium. All at once 
a bell that was suspended over the tank 
would ‘begin to ring, and a big, fat, double- 
tailed goiq fish was seen clinging to it and 
jerking it in a frantic manner. At the 
sound other fishes began to come out ofa 
pumpkin seeds, cat fish, sun- 
slender pick-

erel. ‘mach seized a rope, taking a pebble 
that was attached to it, in its mouth, and 
dragged out into sight a fire engine. Then 
smoke began to appear, coming out of the 
windows, and at this the finny firemen 
dashea into the doors and windows, soon 
reappearing, dragging miniature furniture. 
One gold fish Wad a trunk by its handle 
that was so nicely balanced that the mo- 
ment it cleared the window it sank to the 
bottom. Miniature glass people and vari- 
ous articles were saved bv the fish firemen, 
but the smoke increased and finally en- 
veloped the entire water and the scene 
closed. 

In the open sea fishes sometimes become 
to a certain extent tame. The story is told 
of an old fisherman who day after day fed 
a large horse mackerel with pieces of the 
fish which fe cleaned. Gradually the fish 
approached nearer the boat until finally 
being convinced, apparently, that it would 
not be harmed, it took the food from the 
hand of the fisherman and came regularly 
during the season for its supply.

There was a warm 
sympathy,existing between these two great 
men. — not only of Irish descent, 
but whose struggles in early life with ad- 
verse cauhetane S were remarkably sim- 
ilar. Those now living will readily recall 
the frequent references of Pr. Means to the 
eminent scientist who, in England, was 
the worthy successor of his patron, Sir 
Humphrey Davis. At the time of the visit 
of Dr. Means. Farrady was engaged in his 
electrical experiments. Returning to his 
home at Oxford, Ga., Dr. Means, as presi- 
dent of Emory college, and also as profes- 
sor of chemistry in the Medical 
college at Augusta, devoted the energies 
of his superior intellect to the prosecution 
of the investigations he found Sir Michael 
Farrady making at the Royal institute. 
“Upon the establishment of the Atlanta 
Medical college, Dr. Means was elected 
professor of chemistrv. The sessions of 
this medical college were for several years 
held in the summer months, commencing. I 
think, in the month of Mav‘ and continuing 
until October. Resigning the presidency of 
Emory college, Dr. Means confined his Ja- 
bors to the two professorships, the one at 
Augusta and the other at the Atlanta Med- 
ical colle ge. 
“In the year 1857 I came to 
young graduate of the South Carolina Med- 
ical college at Charleston, and with the 
opening of the session in May of that vear, 
tet ‘gan my duties at the college as assistant 
demonstrator of anatomy and prosector to 
the professor of surgery. Il continued in 
this position at the college with but a short 
intermission, until the year 1861. when J -en- 
tered the confederate service. 
“Greatly fascinated by the 
Dr. Means and charmed 
graphic illustrations, |] 
of lectures as

eloquence of 
with his apt and 
followed his course 
closely as my duties in 
room would permit. J took 
notes of the lectures Il was privileged to 
attend, and, as Secretary of the Atlanta 
Medical Society, made more than. one rec- 
ord of the doctor's addresses to that body. 

“I distinctly remember that in the early 
days of the session of 1857, Dr. Means made 
a public lecture on electricity at the old 
city hall in Atlanta, then located where 
the capitol building of the state now 
Stands. In this lecture he dwelt at length 
upon light, which he declared to be but 
a phenomena of electricity. At the close 
of the lecture the doctor invited those 
who were interested in the subject to at- 
tend a demonstration of the fact of his 
assertion that. ‘electricity was the one 
great luminating agency of: the universe.’ 
(I quote from my note book), and which 
he would make the next day at his labo- 
ratory in the Atlanta Medical college. 

“Many did attend, | among the number. 
With the aid of the faithful janitor, George, 
the doctor darkened Nis lecture room and 
In the appointed hour repeated much of 
the interesting lecture he had delivered the 
Gay before at the city hall. Over the 
audience the doctor had suspended from 
the ceiling a very large glass globe, in 
which was placed a pure carbon made 
from carefully prepared charcoal. To this 
clobe and to the charcoal wires went from 
his electrical apparatus, 

“After explaining to his audience the 
demonstration he was about to make, a 
strong current of electricity was turred 
on and in a moment the charcoal was all 
aglow—giving out a light of the most 
dazzling brilliancy. This I believe to have 
been the first electric light to illuminate 
a large hall with the brightness of the 


midday if not in the 
world. 

“After this demonstration, Dr. Means 
continued his lecture on electricity. It 
was in this second lecture on the subject 
that he declared electricity to be ‘the in- 
evitable motor power of civilization,’ and 
then and there prophesied that the day 
would surely come when this force would 
‘entirely suplant steam in propelling ra!l- 
way cars and in driving the machinery of 
the world.” It was during this term of the 
college that Dr. Means announced that the 
Vital force of the human body was elec- 
trical and that it was generated by the 
gray matter of the brain acting as a ‘God 
appointed electro-galvanic battery.’ 

“T think that Dr. Willis F. Westmore- 
land, at the time of the lecture, professor 
of surgery in the Atlanta Medical college, 
published a statement some years ago in 
The Atlanta Medical Journal in which he 
Claimed for Dr. Means priority in the utill- 
zation of electricity as a motor power, 
but I am unable to find the article. How- 
ever, I have conversed with several gen- 
tlemen now Hving in Atlanta upon this 
subject. Among them Dr. James F. Alex- 
ander, Dr. A. G. Thomas, C. W. Hunni- 
cut, Columbus Payne, Green T. Dodd, 
George W. Adair. Without an exception 
they recall the fact of the doctor's lectures 
on electricity, but cannot give me from 
their recollection the exact date in the 
vear of 1857, when they were delivered in 
Atlanta. 

“Of the faculty of the Atlanta Medi- 
cal college then associated with Doctor 
Means, Dr. Henry Brown is the sole sur- 
vivor, whose residence is at Waco, Tex. 

“While it may be immaterial as to the 
exact day of the month, there can be no 
mistake that this first and public an- 
nouncement of electricity as a motor power 
and as an agency for fllumination and 
the practical demonstration of his con- 
vietions was made during the summer ses- 
sion of the Atlanta Medical college in the 
year 1857.

a great privilege, my dear 
doctor, to honor the memory of so great, 
so noble and so pure a man as Dr. Means 
was Known to be by the many thousands 
who knew him as a scientist, a physician, 
a patriot and as a Christlan gentleman 
without the slightest reproach. For some 
time past I have felt it to be a duty to 
present in some form my personal recol- 
lections of Dr. Means as a man of thought 
who was far in advance of the age in 
which he lived. Our older men are fast 
passing away from this life and in their 
tombs will be buried many §tInteresting 
facts of our history as a people. If in 
an humble, and I trust in a sincere spirit, 
I have préserved a record made by one 
of our best and purest men from the ob- 
livion of forgetfulness I am indeed grate- 
ful to.the providence of our mefciful God, 
who has permitted me so to do. 

‘Let the portraits of our worthy men 
be placed before our children’s children, 
and let them emulate their example and 
follow in the ways of their virtuous 
achievements.

Following Dr. Capera’s letter was read 
a communication from Green T. Dodd: 

‘Atlanta, Ga., June 2, 1899.—Dr. Henry D. 
Capers, City. My Dear Doctor: I am in 
receipt of your note calling my attention 
to thé lecture delivered at the city hall, in 
Atlanta. durmg the summer of 1897, by Dr. 
Alexander Means, and also to his remark- 
able demonstration of the practical utiliza- 
tion of electricity for illuminating purposes, 
and as a motor power. 

“IT distinctly remember the lecture and 
the wonder-struck audience who assembled 
at the medical college to witness the demon- 
stration of the assertions made so eloquently 
and earnestly by Dr. Means the day before 
at the city hall. 

“Never since that remarkable day have I 
ever seen._anywhere a more brilliant light 
than was produced by Dr. Means at the 
city hall on the occasion referred to. Noth- 
ing in all of the phenomena of our wonder- 
ful age has ever, impressed me more than 
this exhibitidn, and I can never forget it 
while my memory lasts. You deserve to be 
congratulated on thus preserving a fact of 
history of which every citizen of Georgia 
and especially of Atlanta should be proud, 
and in thus honoring one of Georgia's greal- 
est and best of men. 

“T knew Dr. Means well. My home in 
Atlanta was his welcome resting place, and 
my children today recall] the noble and 
generous sage and Christian philosopher 
who in sweetest simplicity would delight 
them.

Hi. ¥. MeCord, a leading merchant, was 
the next speaker. He presented a petition 
signed by about twenty-five leading ship- 
pers protesting against the proposed legis- 
lation. He argued that it would work a 
serious injury to local commercial inter- 
ests to deprive the merchants of quick 
shipping .privileges. 

Alderman Mayson explained to Mr. Me-

“Tl was talking with a very grominent cit- 
izen of St. Louis recently,”’ said Mr. Me- 
Cord. ‘‘who had noticed an account of this 
agitation in The Constitution. He stated 
that just twenty years ago it was just 
such legislation as this in St. Louis that 
gave Chicago an advantage over that city, 
which Chicago has been holding ever since. 
I do not think council should enact any 
legisjation that would materially injure At- 
lanta’s commercial interes{® for the sake 
of a few pedestrians who could easily waik 
around and pass over the bridge in safety.

Wholesale Grocers Objectei. 

J. E. Maddox was present to represent 
the Atlanta Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion.

WOST FEVER IN THE WELL DISTRICTS 


@hysicians Say Well Water Is Largely 
Responsible for Typhoid—Board 
of Health Takes an Import- 
ant Step That Concerns 
Many Residents. 


The board of health has declared open 
war against all wells in the city of At- 


lanta. 
At the regular meeting of this body at the 


city hal] yesterday afternoon, it was unan- 
{mously decided to ask the council to pass 
an ordinance forcing all those who are 
within teach of city water, and who have 
wells on their premiges, whether dry or not, 
¥ fill the same within the next thirty or 
sixty days. 

This, of 
The members of the board, particularly Drs. 


course, is a sanitary move. 


Jones and Benson, have been studying the 
local typhoid ‘fever situation for some 
weeks and have come to the conclusion 
that 78 per cent of the fever exists in fam- 
{ilies where well water ig used. The board 
believes that wells are not conducive to the 
public health, and is determined to rid the 
city of them as quickly as passible. 

This blow is also aimed at the ice facto- 
ries. Drs. Jones and Benson have been in- 
vestigating the made by local con- 
cerns, and have found that some of it con- 
tains entirely too much albuminoid for the 
public health. It has also been found that 
some of the factories have been using well 
water almost entirely, which is not regard- 
ed as wholesome as city water for ice pur- 
poses. It is the determination of the board 
to make those factories discontinue the use 
of well water. It is safe to say a loud ob- 
jection will be forthcoming from the fac- 
tory quarter, as the change to city water 
will entail considerable expense, to say 
nothing of the payment for city water for 
the future 
' Several of the factories, however, are 
outside the city, and these cannot be con- 
trolled by municipal ordinance. Nor can 
their sales in the city be prevented unless 


ice 


the board establishes the fact that the ice 


is impure. 
Will Affect Many Residents. 

This move of the board is one in which 
thousands of Atlantians are deeply inter- 
ested. Before the water works system was 
built several years ago, most of the water 
Was secured from wells on private prop- 
erty. While the city water has, toa large 
extent, supplanted the wells, yet hundreds 
of citizens still have wells on‘their prem- 
ises, and use thé water for drinking pur- 
poses. 

However. there are’ many citizens who 
have found no sickness resulting from their 
water, and who will seriously object to 
filling them. The board of health, however, 
4s no respector of classes or conditions in 
this matter. It has adopted a sweeping 
resolution, and if the council acts favorably 
On the recommendation, every well in the 
city limits will be filled to the top or’ the 
owner severely punished in the recorder’s 
court. 

The board yesterday referred the matter 
to the ordinance committee, of which Bur- 
ton Smith is chairman, to draw up a suit- 
able ordinance which will be introduced in 
the city council Monday afternoon. The 
council only has the. authority to adopt 
such a measure, and if this body fails to 
comply with the recommendation of the 
board, then the board, which is responsi- 
ble for the public health, will feel itself re- 
lieved of its responsibility so far as the 
Wells are concerned. 

Those Without City Water. 

This ordinance, if adopted, will not af- 
fect those not able to get city water. Hun- 
dreds of people in Atlanta have petitioned 
the water commissioners to lay pipe to their 
Premises, but the board thas not the mon- 
ey, and these people will have to use well 
Water until the water board gets it. The 
commissioners have asked the finance com- 
mittee, which is now making up the apor- 
tionment sheet, for $40,000 for the laying of 
Water pipe. but they will get nothing like 
this amount. Those not in touch with city 
water, therefore, may continue the use of 
their well water unti] the city water comes 
their way. 

The new measure will be interpreted to 
mean, however, that when a resident lives 
on a street on which water pipe is laid, he 
Will be forced to fill his well. 

The movement is one of the most impor- 
— — one of the widest public interest

BABES IN THE ORPHANS’ HOME. 


Cottage for the Little Ones Approach- 
ing Completion—What the Home 
Is Doing. 

The little babe three months old, referred 
to in Friday’s paper, was carried down yes- 
terday, to be with its sisters at the Decatur 
Orphans’ home. This home is just com- 
wieting a beautiful little cottage built by 
the ladies of the First Methodist church, in 
which to care for the babies. They want 
to fix the orphans’ home for supplying the 
needs of north Georgia for all classes of 

absolutely destitute children. 

This beautiful home ‘in the woods is grow- 
ing very rapidly. They admitted ten very 
destitute children in May, three from At- 
lanta, three from Augusta, two from Bar- 
nett and two from Calhoun, and now this 
baby in June. They now have 131 orphans 
in their home. 

Many homes for them -are being constant- 
ly secured or the numbers would be many 
times greater. Where does this large fam- 
ily get its support? Their agentevisits all 
the Methodist churches he can, but God 
sends much of the means as the ravens 
brought the meat to the old prophet Elijah. 
A few days ago an anonymous letter 
brought $20 from Gainesville; another, $100 
from Covington. These are some of the 
many voluntary gifts sent by God’s mov- 
ing on tender hearts. 9 

These little babies will be well housed 
and cared for in the tasty Baby Cottage, 
which, with the Epworth cottage for neg- 
lected boys, is to be dedicated very soon. 
It will be a great pleasure to run down to 
Decatur and see the work for the orphans. 

A little fellow a few days since was leav- 
ing the home, and was seen to watch his 
cap very closely. Looking in there was 
found his sainted mother’s picture wrapped 
up in his Sunday school paper. ghe tende>- 
hearted little fellow was afraid in some 
way he might accidentally get away from 
his only possession on earth, his mother’s 
picture. Oh! the heart hunger of these lit- 
tle orphans! The noble workers at the 
home are situated in their cottages and 
try to warm the hearts of these orphans in 
their family life with real motherly love, 

The home takes in even partially diseased 
children, where they will probably be made 
Strong and self-supporting when grown. 
They had to refuse a little paralyzed boy, 
because he would probably never be able 
to support himself and be on the home 
for life. They need a cottage for such 
cases, where under skillful medical care 
many such cases can be saved. It will be 
very expensive to keep up and then to pro- 
vide for the incurables in after-life. But 
have not the Christian people the hearts 
and money to help this institution to un- 


dertake this work? Who will do the Christ-. 


like thing and give a strong, neat cottage 
for real cripples? Three now are at the 
home on crutches, but they are not incur- 
ables. 

Last Tuesday two little boys of three 
and seven years were admitted from Cal- 
houn, of excellent family, but both parents 
are in the insane asylum. They were left 
with no one to care for them, and Judge 
Harbin, the ordinary, sent them to Decatur. 
It is worth a good many dollars to feel that 
every absolutely destitute. orphan will be 
cared for.

ge = WAR IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


Lieutenant R. 8. Douglas, late of mon- 
itor Monadnock and just back from the 


Philippines, has been in Atlanta for sev-, 


eral days visiting relatives. He is now 
off on a ten-day jeave of absence, and is 


expected to report at Newport News on. 


June 10th to attach himself to the torpedo 
station located there. 

Lieutenant Douglas arrived in the city 
last Monday and left yesterday afternoon 
for Columbus to pay a short visit to 
friends and relatives there. It is probable 
that he will remain on duty at the torpe- 
do station for some time. 

He was graduated from the naval acade- 
my at Annapolls in 1898, and after the 
customary three years’ crulse, he was de- 
talled to duty on the Texas when that 
battleship was first commissioned. Later he 
Was transferred to the monitor Monad- 
nock, then serving In the third section of 
the Pacific squadron. 

The Monadnock patrolled the coast from 
Alaska to the Columbia river, and just af- 
ter the news of the fall of Manila, the 
monitor was ordered to the Philippines for 
active duty. Lieutenant Douglas was in 
charge of the secondary ‘battery of ten 
guns on the Monadnock, and was one of 
the most popular officers on the ship. 

The monitor proceeded at once to the 
scene of the war in the Philippines and 
arrived at Manila on August 16th of last 
year. She was immediately detailed for 
duty along the coast, and saw service in 
all of the battles between February 4th and 
March 23d of this year. 

Lieutenant Douglas relates a number of 
interesting experiences while stationed off 
Manila, and speaks in glowing terms of 
Brigadier General Frederick Funston, of 
the Twentieth Kansas volunteers. 

“IT met Gen. Fuston a number of times,”’ 
said he, ‘‘and dined with him on several oc- 
casions. He is a born fighter, and very 
popular with his men. I left the Philip- 
pines some time before the fighting took 
place during which he made such a rec- 
ord as an officer and was promoted for 
bravery, but we knew that all he needed 
was a chance. If there is one thing that 


Funston delights in, it is a good fight, and 
he has all the characteristics of the true 
fighting man, 

“Tl also knew Admiral Dewey, and a more 
active man I never saw. He was usually 
up and about by 5 o’clock in the morning, 
and there was little going on that he was 
not thoroughly familiar with. ‘He used to 
get into his little steam launch and take 
a run among the ships of the squadron just 
to see that everything was ship-shape. His 
men swear by him. 

“One of the /brightest young fellows 
that I saw out there was Assistant En- 
gineer Emory Winship, of Macon, and I 
remember a little incident that happened 
in which he showed considerable bravery 
and cost him no end of pain. It seems 
that a number of Filipinos had been seen 
on the shore, and a@ small squad of men 
Was sent from the ship to run them off. 
The party landed, and young Winship was 
left in charge of the boat. A hot fight en- 
sued as soon as the boys from the boat 
go on shore, and the natives outnumbered 
the party about ten to one. 

“The party was compelled at length to 
retreat, although they had made a gallant 
stand, and as the ycame toward the boat 
Winship undertook to cover their retreat 
with a small gun in the, bow of the launch. 
He peppered the Filipinos and succeeded 
in holding them at bay until all the mem- 
bers of the party were safe, but not until 
he had been shot five times in the leg. Not 
one of the party escaped being wounded, 
and they were in a pretty bad shape when 
they finally reached the ship. 

“I suppose that. there will be consider- 
able fighting on the island for some time to 
come, but the fighting is now at an 
end. I left Manila on the Buffalo, which 
brought back a number of officers and men, 
and we came direct to New York. The 
Voyage home, while a long one, was thor- 
oughly enjoyable. We came by way of 
the Suez canal! and through the Mediter- 
ranean sea. While in New York I received 
leave of absence and came down south to 
visit relatives, as I had been away a num- 
ber of years.”

Manila, June 2.—The United States Phil- 
ippine commission last night gave one of 
the most brilliant balls Manila has ever 


seen. It was one of a series of entertain- 


ments intended to foster friesdship between 
the Americans and the natives. The com- 
mission has the handsomest residence in 
Manila, overlooking the harbor. The 
grounds surrounding it were illuminated 
while the house itself was decorated with 
the American colors. 

The newly appointed judges, General Otis, 
a number of other American officers and 
many wealthy natives, were present. There 


was a display of gorgeous native toilets and 
many jewels were worn, and the array of 
handsome women surprised the Americans. 
There was a long programme of American 
and Filipino dances, followed by the ren- 
dering of several instrumental selections, 
closing with the “Star Spangled Baner.”’ 

Uniteq States Senator Albert J. Beve- 
ridge, of Indiana, who came to the Philip- 
pines some time ago, has made a fort- 
night’s trip in the southern islands, visiting 
Iloilo, Negros and Cebu. During his tour 
he talked with the chief of Jolo, who has 
2,000 fighting men under his command and 
who professed friendship for America,which 
friendship, he hinted, might be strengthened 
by the continuance of the annual subsidy of 
$12,000 formerly paid by the Spaniards. Sen- 
ator Beveridge will leave here on Satur- 
day. 

General Smith has punished insurgents 
at Escalante, island of Negros, for the 
murder of Captain Tilley, of the signal 
corps, Who was fired upon by natives under 
a flag of truce and cut off from rejoining 
his companions on board the cable ship 
from which he had landed. General Smith 
burned the town and killed a number of 
members of the band of insurgents, whom 
he found in the neighborhood.

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chains about its victim, and his friends soon 
gave up hope of his recovery. 

Governor Ellerbe was married compara- 
tively early in life, and leaves a widow. 
whose devotion to him in life soothed many 
a troubled hour, and an interesting family 
consisting of several children, all quite 
young. 

Governor Ellerhe was inaugurated for his 
second term on January 18th’ of the present 
year, 

The New Governor. 

The Hon. W. B. McSweeney to whom, 
on January 18, 1897, was administered the 
oath of office as Meutenant governor for 
his first term and who now, owing to his 
re-election in 1898 to that office, becomes 
eovernor of South Carolina to fill out the 
unexpired term, is a good example of what 
pluck and perseverance will do for any one 
against the most adverse conditions. Young 
McSweeney was left fatherless in Charles- 
ton at the age of four years, His tenth 
year saw him struggling for a livelihood. 
He sold newspapers and clerked in a book- 
Siore, and while engaged in the latter oc- 
cupation attended a night school, where 
he developed a fondness for reading. 

McSweeney afterwards worked for Burke 
& Lord, job printers, and from there he 
went to Edward Perry's, where he com- 
pleted his apprenticeship as a_ printer. 
While employed at the latter place a schol- 
arship at the Washington and Lee univer- 
sity of Lexington, Va., was offered to the 
Charleston ‘Typographical Unton, which 
Was to be awarded to the most deserving 
young man employed In Charleston print- 
ing offices. By a majority of the votes of 
the union young McSweeney was chosen, 
and the scholarship given to him. After 
staying at the university for a part of a 
session he was forced to leave for the lack 
of means to pay for his board and clothes. 
This ended his ‘hopes for a college educa- 
tion, and he once more applied himself 
to his trade. He was a union printer, and 


served the Columbia Typographical Union 
as recording secretary and afterwards as 
president. While living in Columbia he 
was also esecretary of the Phoenix hook 
and ladder company. ‘ 

Mr. McSweeney has an enviable record 
as a democrat. In 1876 he did excellent 


service, which is not yet forgotten by men 
who stood shoulder to shoulder with him 
in those trying days. It was about that 
time that the Richland Rifle Club was or- 
ganized, of which Mr. McSweeney was a 
charter member. 

Mr. McSweeney's first venture as a journ- 
alist was when he moved to Ninety-Six 
and began the publication of The Ninety- 
Six Guardian. His capital was just $65, 
but he bought a second-hand outfit for $500, 
paying $55 in cash. He was energetic, eco- 
nomical and gave the people a newsy pa- 
per, thus enabling him at the end of the 
year to pay the last cent of his indebted- 
ness. 

Mr. McSweeney’s paper, 
Guardian, made its fifst appearance Au- 
gust 22. 1879. From the first it hag been 
well managed and well edited, and today 
ranks foremost among the county papers 
of the state. 

In all enterprises for the good of Hamp- 
ton county Mr. McSweeney has shown 
himself indefatigable. For five terms he 
served as intendent of the town, and then 
declined re-election. For eight years he 
Was president of the South Carolina Presa 
Association: has been a member of the 
legislature, amd was a member of the last 
constitutional convention, Twice he has 
been honored as a delegate to the national 
democratic convention. In 1888 he voted 
for Cleveland and Thurman, and in 1896 he 
voted for Bryan and Sewall. For ten 
years Mr. McSweeney Was county chairman 
of Hampton. 

He has taken great interest in the mili- 
tary affairs of the state. During the last 
two sessions of the legislature, before his 
election as lieutenant governor, he was 
chairman of the committee on military and 
was a member of the governor's staff with 
the rank of colonel. 

Mr. MeSweeney’s interest in educational 
matters exceeds even his interest in mili- 
tary affairs. He was for some years a 
trustee of the South Carolina college. 

Mr. MeSweeney was Married on the 12th 
day of July, 1886, to Miss Mattie Miles 
Porcher, and brings to the executive man- 
sion with him a most interesting family.

LOSE 25,000 ACRES 


Dividing Line Between Chariton at Last 
Is Determined. 


SURVEY OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 


Woyne Oounty Will Make Bitter Fight 
on the Survey. 


OF 1820 


By the New Survey Wayne Will Luse 
Over Three Hundred Citizens 
and Property. 


LINE FIXED SIMILAR TO THAT 


In Wayne county 25,000 acres of land on 
whidh taxes have been paid for years 
are to be incorporated in the bounds of 
Charlton county as a result of the survey 
of the boundary line, which has just been 
completed.- There hag been a contention 
for fifty years between the people of the 
two counties regarding the territory lying 
west and south of Buffalo creek, which 
was given as the d¢ividing line between 
Charlton and Wayne as early as 1820. The 
territory involved is of immense extent, 
and while the greater part of it must still 
be reclaimed from the swamp, portions 
of the property are arable and several hun- 
dred families reside there. 

The boundary of Charlton county was 
fixed by law in 1812 and was again amended 
in 1820. Lands ceded by the Creek Indians 
were added to the county and as a result 
the line became considerably complicated. 
A number of law suits have grown out 
of the disputed ownership of property 
near the border, but no court has ever de- 
termined where Charlton begins and Wayne 
ends. 

Governor Candler determined some weeks 
ago that he would have the dividing line 
between the two counties surveyed and 
for this purpose J. C. Peck, civil engineer, 
formerly connected with the Florida and 
Peninsular railroad, was appointed, 

Mr. Peck, it ts understood, has been at 
work on the boundary line for two or 
three weeks past and has just comp'sted 
his task, although the map to be prepared 
by him has not yet been recorded with 
the secretary of state. 

Solicitor Bennett, of the circult ‘n which 
the disputed property is located, called 
on Secretary of State Cook yestsrday «end 
informed thim of the result of the survey 
recently completed, stating that the prop- 
erty on which taxes had always been paid 
in Wayne was to be included in Charlton 
county. Solicitor Bennett came for the 
purpose of requesting the secretary of 
state to withhold recording the newly con- 
structed map as the citizens of Wayno 
county would protest against the survey 
and would undoubtedly carry the matter ‘to 
ccurt. 

By the survey Wayne county loses not 
only 25,000 acres of land, but over %00 citi- 
zens and for this reason it is believed 
that the strongest opposition will be made 
to the recording of the boundary line. 

The survey completed by Engineer Peck 
was in conformity to the law of 1820, which 
gave all the property south and west of 
Buffalo creek to Charlton county. It is 
regarded as probable that a bitter fight 
will be instituted by the citizens of Wayne 
in the near future to prevent the new boun- 
dary from being recorded with the secre- 
tary of state.

NEW YORK ATTORNEY IN THE CASE 


Savannah Furnishes an Important ani 
Interesting Contest to Su- 
preme Court.

The constitutionality of an act passed 
by the legislature in 1896, which exempts 
from municipal taxation certain property of 
building and loan associations, will be con- 
tested before the supreme court this morn- 
ing. The cage in question comes up at the 


end of the docket of the eastern cireult, 


from Savannah, and is of vital importance 
to every building and loan association in 


| the state. 


A number of times during the past twenty 
years the legislature has re-enacted the 
law which has exempted from state and 
county taxation certain holdings of bulld- 
ing and loan companies. In 1896 an amend- 


“ment was added to the existing law which 


exempted such. companies from the pay- 
ment of municipal taxes, which took a 
great burden off the shoulders of such com- 
panies as were operating throughout tne 
state. 

The county officials of Chatham county, 
after consultation with prominent attor- 
neys, decided last summer that the act of 
the legislature passed in 18% Was jllegal 
and it was determined to test the consti- 
tutionality of the act in that city. An 
execution was issueqd against the Georgia 
Building and Loan Association of Savannah 
for its city taxes. An appeal was taken 
from the decision of Judge Falligant, and 
the attorneys, Saussy & Saussy, for the 
plaintiff in error, and Samuel 3B. Adams, 
for the defendants in error, will make a 
fight this morning before the 


court. Associated with the counsel for the { 


plaintiff is C. G. Tiedeman, of New York, 
a prominent attorney and legal author of 
that bar, and a brother of President Tiede- 
man, of the Georgia Building and Loan As- 
socfation of Savannah. 

The importance of the case.1is emphasized 
by the fact that the decision of the supreme 
court one way or the other will affect ma- 
terially every building and loan association 
in the state. Jn the majority of the coun- 
ties where such corporations have thetrc 
headquarters the authorities haw not taken 
exception to the act of the legislature, but 
will await with interest the decision of the 
supreme court as to the constitutionality of 
the law of 1896.

Between Knoxville and Mariecta—This

Knoxville, Tenn., June 2.—(Special.)— 
Joseph McWilliams, general manager, Ww.
